Was Veteran Ship 

Invincible Wss ths Flagship of Ad¬ 
miral Sturdaa 

The British battle cruiser Invincible 
is by far ths most interesting ship 
sunk in the recent naval battle. Since 
the outbreak of the war ahe has taken 
part in almost every naval engage¬ 
ment fought. On August IB. 1914. oh# 
was one of the units In Vioe-Admiral 
Beatty's squadron which won ths 
battle of Heligoland Bight. This was 
tbs first naval engagement of the 
war. 

On December 8 , 1914. she wss flag¬ 
ship of Admiral 8 ir K C. D. Sturdee's 
fleet which defeated and sank the Ger¬ 
man fleet under Admiral Count voo 
Spec off the Falkland Islands. 

After this battle she returned to 
England and refitted. 8 he then joined 
the squadron which attempted to force 
the passage of the Dardanelles. During 
the series of engagements which took 
place with the Turkish forts she wss 
badly damaged and (oread to go to 
Gibraltar for repairs 

The Indefatigable and Queen Mary 
took part in the battles of Heligoland 
Bight and Dogger Bank under Vice- 
Admiral 8 ir David Beatty. 

So far as is known, none of the 
other ships sunk—British or German 
—has figured in previous naval en¬ 
gagements. 


Bslgian ftsllsf 

The methods of administering tftbj 
various Belgian Relief Funds are in^ 
ta resting. The Canadian Central Fund 
is at Montreal. The executive place 
their funds at ths disposal of a Neu¬ 
tral Commission, which. In turn, by 
a very sound system of purchase and 
inspection, ships cargoes to Rotterdam. 
Here the supplies are transported in¬ 
to Belgium without difficulty, without 
interference of German officials. Ths 
supplies are distributed by sn Inter 
national or neutral commission to 
some 130 central depots. Communal 
committees—of which there are 4,000 
—perform the actual work of distribu¬ 
tion, having sub-committees for In¬ 
vestigation and other purposes. Al¬ 
ready over 96,000,000 has been spent 
In relief by the methods. 

Gifford Pinehot. sn advocate of real 
preparedness for the United States, 
WfttBB that what he «sw in Belgium 
convinced him thst no sacrifice can 
be too great to prevent an/ people 
or any part of them from being ruled 
by foreign bayonets. 


A Railroad Novelist 

C. P. R. Official Eeros Distinction

Perhaps the best known of ths 
younger literary critics in America 
is Archie Bell of the "Cleraland 
Leader." For that reaeoo hie tribute 
to the work of a C. P. R. official is 
well worth attention. That work is a 
work of fiction. "Hearts and Faces" 
bv name, and la as remote from Cana¬ 
dian railway life as anythin* eould 
possibly be imagined. Here is what 
Archie Bell haslo My In part. 

John Murray Gibson was born lo 
Ceylon. His father is a titled Scotch 
man. Hs is a graduate of Oxford, and 
ho has taken special ooureee In anile*- 
ophy st various German universities. 
And despite soma of three things 
popularly considered handicaps to 
getting bn in the world," he com? 
back to London and wae soon editor 
of the well-known illustrated news 
1 ei-er, "Black and White." 

Kealiting that he did not know as 
rruen as he wanted to know about 
art. a reslixation that came home to 
him each day as he Ml st his editor¬ 
ial desk, he resigned and went to 
Paris to become an art studeot. 

Hs lived in the famous Latin Quar¬ 
ter at night and spent the days in 
Colaroaai’e Atelier. Then he went to 
Italy and Algiers. Japan and China, 
and to many other countries. 

Then one day. an official position 
wae offered him by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway: At the age of forty- 
one he has achieved distinction as 
a practical railroad man. despite all 
those years of preparation thst were 
spent in pursuits so popularly believed 
to unfit a man tot the practical life. 

The busiest men are the ones who 
find the most time. In the past two 
years, John Murray Gibbon has been 
attending to his railroad duties with 
one hand, and with the other hand 
has been writing a novel, whioh has 
just been issued by ths famous pub¬ 
lishing house of John Lane in Eng¬ 
land and 8 . B. Gundy in Toronto. 

"Hearts and Faces ' 1 ia the story of 
an artist. It treats of the artistic 
temperament as it sallies forth into 
the warmer world from the somewhat 
unpromising environment of Boot- 
land. . . Sometimes the pictures are 
gay. sometimes sordid; but they are 
never vulgar. Through them move 
many characters with whom ths reader 
hM become acquainted in the earlier 
chapters. Amid theM scenes, as in 
London and later in Germany and 
Italy. George Grange moves as the 
most important figure. It ia the ad¬ 
venture of a soul And each adven¬ 
ture ia traced with a canny knowl- 
edge of life as it ia. rather than m 
many writers would like lo believe it 
should be. 

And it was written by a railroad 
man I Still, there are enough ex¬ 
amples of verMtility In the art world 
to prove that such an achievement 
is possible. A merchant of Russia 
composed music that is now sung in 
the opera houses of the world. It does 
not lessen Paderewski's ability as a 
pianist because hs ia a hotel keeper 
in Waraaw. John AJden Carpenter. 
•I Chicago, is a "business man." yet 
he ciimposed "Adventures in a Peram¬ 
bulator." which caused the ataid 
music critics of the country to prick 
up their ears in the last two years. 
Caesar Franck was a school-teacher, 
even when he was writing his most 
famous symphony. 

A New Anesthetic 

Gordon Edwards, a chemist In the 
city of New York, ia credited with 
the discovery of a new anesthetio to 
which he hM given the name of 
"nikalgin." It is declared to hsve 
certain advantages over other anes¬ 
thetics when used to deaden pain in 
the treatment of flesh wounds. 

Mr. Edwards mjts of it that the re¬ 
lief from pain which it gives in ex¬ 
posed surfaces is as nearly absolute 
as the effect of any drug can be 
Anesthetio la produced just a scorn- 
pletely whether the wound be merely 
an abrasion of a mutilation. Only 
when wounds are well advanced to¬ 
ward the healing stage and the nerve 
ends are covered with a film of new 
skin, nikalgin is not effective. But 
on all fresh wounds offering sn ex 
posed raw surface, ths new anesthetic 
will completely suspend all sensation 
and suffering, however extensive the 
wound may bo. and senMtion will 
remain suspended for about three 
hours. 

Seemingly, ths discovery la an im¬ 
portant and valuable one. The Vati¬ 
can War Relief Fund has already 
ordered 2.000 tubes of nikalgin.—From 
ths Albany Journal. 

Woman end Banking 

In none of ths new callings, thrown 
open to women during the past 
eighteen onths. has their business 
ability apparently occasioned more 
surprise, to those who doubted lt» 
than in the matter of banking. An 
authority on banking recently ex¬ 
pressed himself quite vigorously on 
the question. "If anyone had told 
us." he Mid, "twelve months ago. thst 
young women would have so disting¬ 
uished themselves, we should have 
smiled.

Fanners’ Bird Assistants 

••me Insect Destroying Birds Found 
In Manitoba 

(By J. D. A. Evans) 

With ths commencement of ths nest¬ 
ing season ws are privileged to observe 
the wondrous inganuity of God’s little 
feathered architects, a majority of 
whom have returned to Manitoba from 
distant tones, perchance flown high 
above roar of sea *torm in the journey 
from islands wherein climatic condi¬ 
tion permits bird life to spend winter 
in oomfort and ample sustenance. 

The writer does not profeM to be 
a practical exponent of Manitoba’s 
orthinological features. NsvarthslcM. 
residence of many /ears in this prov¬ 
ince has furnished him opportunit/ 
to study of its bird life and the appli¬ 
cation of such toward ita economic 
value to agriculture. 

Usually by the first week of May. a 
greater part of the bird migration baa 
arrived in Manitoba. A dequa te pro¬ 
tection of Insect worms or insect des¬ 
troy tug birds hae become a question 
of vital importance to the larmer. 
Within reoent date it has been com- 
puU*d thst if ths family of insect da- 
vouring birds became extinct In Man¬ 
itoba. within a yean the grain 
fields could notYonibly raise » crop. 
Until even a recent period certain 
birds highly valuable in the extermin¬ 
ation of insect pests, were erroneously 
considered enemies of the fanner, and 
very destructive to grain and see d s, 
As example the robin, one of the first 
feathered arrival*, was deemed a plun¬ 
derer of the farm garden fruit bushes. 
But investigation of the charge has 
acquitted the robin, the diet of wfcfch 
consists principally of harmful in¬ 
sects and worms 

A list of the most important insect- 
ivonoua bird visitors to Manitoba com¬ 
prises: Robin. Cat-bird, Wren. King- 
eird. Oriole, Shrike. Jay, Woodpecker. 
Ghicadee. To this number may like¬ 
wise be added that alleged egg and 
chicken thief, the crow. 

Indeed, the crow is one of the very 
few birds which consider potato bugs 
m a leading feature of ths menu card. 
The bluejay rejoices in a repast of 
cut-grub# and caterpillars. The wood¬ 
pecker may be justly adjudicated a 
most potent factor in destruction of 
insect life. Ths principal hunting 
ground of this bird consists of tree 
trunks, from which is removed ever/ 
available grub, the woodpecker’s beak 
drilling deeply into the timber and 
abstracts pests Immune from attacks 
of other birds. From the day ths 
sparrow arrived in Manitoba, its char¬ 
acter ho been stained with a charge 
of grain theft. The case cannot stand; 
careful scrutiny of the sparrow s hab¬ 
its will revMl the fact that it ia a 
very decided enemy of caterpillars. 
The shrike, otherwise botcher bird, 
posse sees great capacity for inshect 
diet of every description. Hawks, 
owls, regarded enemies of the poultry 
vard, undoubtedly perform much use¬ 
ful work in the annihilation of mice 
and gophers A deadly agent against 
insects is the swallow. The whip- 
poor-will most also be the recipient 
of notice; and reference is neceaaarv 
concerning the night-hawk, thst avi¬ 
ator among the birds verily a s woo per 
down to earth as its eagle eye per- 
pelves some species of grub. 

Beyond deapute ia the fact that the 
main diet of bird life consists of 
grubs and Insects of every description. 
Without s Ml ate nee of the feathered 
tribes, crawling and winged pests of 
Manitoba’s agricultural domain could 
not possibly be suppressed. Then, as 
a resultant issue, grain fields and 
gardens would speedily picture a con¬ 
dition ws dare pot even think of. 

Hew Canada Can Savs Millions 

Canada can mv# millions of dollars 
this summer by adoptng daylight mv- 
tng. Britain. Holland, France. Swe¬ 
den and other oountries are saving 
daylight to the comfort and conveni¬ 
ence of their people. Canada is usu¬ 
ally In the van when improvemente 
.iro being effected, but in this caee. 
lor very unMtiafactory reaeons, the 
Dominion is trailing along among ths 
ufl-enders Sir Robert Borden's de¬ 
cision to leave dayllght-Mving to the 
municipalities Is insufficient The 
situation, hut they eannot control 
the railway time, which neccaMriiy 
is dependent on ths habits of the 
majority of the people. Were the Do¬ 
minion to adopt the daylight-saving 
system, the railways would be glad 
tv fall in line, but they eannot have 
so many different times thst confusion 
will result.—Calgary News-Telegram.

For Better Roods 

Growth ef Qoed Reads Movement 
In Dominion 

Is Alberts, provincial organisation 
has been responsible for raising ths 
appropriation from nothing a decade 
ago. to one million dollars last year. 
This was for main and trunk roads. 
Municipal expenditure was. in 1913. 
9981.000; In 1914. 9888.190; last year 
it was nearly 1900.000. The govern¬ 
ment work is under the provincial 
ecyineer of highways. 

fn Britiah Columbia, under the pro¬ 
vincial department public works, 
the good roads movement hM made 
great progross. In 1801. estimates lor 
roads and bridges totalled 9344,000; 
last year thev totalled 99,480.000 In 
1910 a special program provided that 
no lass than twenty- million dollars 
should b# spent, chiefly upon main 
road*. 

In Saskatchewan, under a provincial 
board of highway commissioners, pro¬ 
gress has not been so rapid, but it is 
definite enough. In 1916 an appropri¬ 
ation wea mads for 99.000.000. This 
was subsequently reduced, owing to 
the effect of war upon finances, but 
local interest in good roads is assured. 

In Manitoba, under a good roads 
act and a provincial highway com¬ 
missioner. 8700,000 wm spent by the 
government list year. 9376,000. a sum 
to which the government added mater¬ 
ially, was the municipal contribution. 

Ontario ia. perhaps the most ad¬ 
vanced of all the provinces in good 
roads campaigning. Under a depart- 
men of public highways for mark and 
market roads alone, some seven mil¬ 
lion dollars have been appropriated. 
This does dot take any account of 
help given to municipalities who are 
doing their own work to some extent. 

In Quebec, in 1912, under sn act. the 
province appropriated ten million 
dollars for good roads. This was sup¬ 
plemented last year by another five 
millions. Already eight millions spent 
or slloted as bond interest, in the 
cause. 

In the Maritime Provinces, upwards 
of a quarter of a million wm laid out 
last year. In New Brunswick, the 
work ia under the minister of public 
works. In Nova Scotia a commission¬ 
er of highways has charge.

'The young nobleman at that time 
wore boots with high, wide legs, so 
as to allow a small pistol to be con- 
cealed in them.

One bundle of papers, bearing tho 
data of 1804. w*a opened by him. and 
in it was found the will of Jame» 
Girty. a relative of the notorious

irty. • 

When Girty came to Canada Iron* 
the south he brought with him hi* 
full retinue of slaves, which he be¬ 
queaths to venous members of hi* 
family in his will. The will gives hi* 
990-acre farm on Lake Erie, in thw 
township of Goafield. Essex County, 
to his daughter and son. 

"I also bequeath to my son Jame* 
ths following six negro slaves, or 
such of them as may be alive at the 
t»ma of my death: V trail. Jim. Han¬ 
nah, Jo*. Betsy and Tom. and ale* 
ths children which may be born of the 
said Hannah and Betsy. To my 
daughter I bequeath my negro womao 
called Nancy, with her five children, 
the said Nancy having been the pro¬ 
perty of the mother of my children 
and intended by her for my daughter."* 
All other property shall he divided 
between the son and daughter, witb 
the exception of "my negro slave 
Paul, whose freedom I hereby be¬ 
queath him for his long and faithful 
service."

Value in Wartime. 

The Secretary of the Lincoln High¬

Or. if thA men were sent by 
rail, the burden of transporting sup¬ 
plies eould be taken off the railroad* 
by auto trucks traversing this high¬ 
way. The Lincoln highway should 
become the back bona of a great na¬ 
tional system of network roads Threw 
millions have been spent on it. since- 
ita declaration in 1913. and no time 
should be lost in putting the wholw 
rout* in permanent hard-surface con¬ 
dition.

New Plan Inaugurated Which Will 
Benefit All the Creameriaa 
In Saskatchewan 

la a recent interview with Mr. W. 
A. Wilson, Dairy Commissioner for 
Baahatchewan, it was learned that ha 
had inaugurated a plan which he ex¬ 
pected would eventually result in all 
the export butter of the Province be¬ 
ing marketed through the Dairy 
branch. 

The butter made bv the co-operative 
creameries operated by the Dairy 
branch haa been so successfully mar¬ 
keted during the past lew years that 
it was decided to extend the advantage 
to all the creameries in the province— 
a privilege which will not only mean 
much to the creamery owners of Sas¬ 
katchewan but will enable the manu¬ 
facturers to pay the farmers of the 
province considerably more for their 
cream than they would otherwise be 
able to do. 

During the neat two years the Dairy 
branch has followed the practice of 
shipping each week to cold storage the 
butter made at the cooperative cream- 
i tics. Each churning ia then graded 
bv the government graders and an 
official grade certificate iaauad. The 
l.utter ia then held in cold storage 
where it will not deterioate, or sold 
according aa market conditions war¬ 
rant. 

For some years a large percentage of 
the creamery butter of Saskatchewan 
haa been sold In the Britiih Columbia 
market# and the dealers there place 
so much importance upon the grade 
certificate that they now require one 
to aecompany each churning of butter 
and will pay more for butter that bears 
the stamp of the government official 
graders 

1c extend thia advantage to all the 
creameries of the province grading 
depots have been opened at Prince 
Albert. Saskatoon. Regina and Mooae 
Jaw and creamery owners in anv part 
of the province can ship their butter 
to the depot nearest their creamery. 
Tin l»utt* r will th.-n be graded arid a 
cheque for about AA per cent, of iU 
value advanced by the Dairy branch 
to the owner and the balance Rent 
him when the butter ia sold. Bv this 
system each creamery owner ia not 
forced to sell his butter regardless of 
market conditions and ia also able to 
finance hta business without difficulty, 
And P* pay his patrons more for their 
cream than ha would otherwise be 
able to do. 

Already several of the Creameries 
not under government operation have 
written requesting the Dairy branch 
to market ail the butter they will have 
for export and it is expected that 
practically all the creameries of the 
province will take advantage of thia 
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Bringing Back the 
„ Frontier!

Lightning Rods Efficient 

Statistics Show That Danger From 
Lightning ia Greatly Lessened 

The efficiency of lightning roda may 
may be estimated at ninety-nine per 
Not ." says the rej^rt of the United 
States Bureau of Standards, after di¬ 
gesting the reports of farm mutual fire 
msursnee companies and state fire 
marshals. "As the report took account 
of every kind, both new and old. good 
and bad, these figures give strong 
support to the use of lightning rods. 
Four hundred and sixty houses noted 
aa being atruck by lightning were oc¬ 
cupied at the time by families. In 
two hundred fifty-four caeca out of 
the four hundred aixty, one or more 
persons were either severely injured 
or killed. But two or three of these 
houses were reported aa having roda. 
so it might be concluded from these 
figures that in the case of an unrodded 
house being struck, the chances that 
all of the occupants will escape harm 
are about forty-five out of aacb hund¬ 
red " 

We remind you again that your 
fence wire# should be grounded everv 
few rods so a lightning charge will 
not travel along the wire# and kill 
stock or set fire to some attached 
buildings. 

Don't take chances with lightning. 
It ia cheap insurance to rod the build¬ 
ings and ground the fence wires.—Suc¬ 
cessful Farming.

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A "Sudden Lawn" 

Round world's fair grounds a "sad¬ 
den lawn” ia made in about six weeks 
by sowing a mixture of two-thirds 
Kentucky blue grass with one-third 
rjo grass, half Italian and half Eng¬ 
lish. * 

The wide blades of the rye grass 
give shade at first to the slender 
•hoots of the blue grass, and the rye 
grass ia crowded out a little later by 
the blue grass. 

Some people like a certain propor¬ 
tion, say one-fourth, of white clover, 
which is very good also, as it rqakea 
a dense sod. The best method of s6w- 
ing a grass mixture ia to broadcast 
it very thickly. 

Lawn grasses weigh fourteen to 
twenty pounds to the bushel. Some 
recommend five bushels of seed tn the 
acre for lawns. Very heavy seeding 
ia preferred in order to cover the 

E >und as early as possible. Extra 
avy seeding makes leas weeds the 
first year. 

One advantage of bine grass ia that 
it will stand repeated cuttings, which 
kills weeds. Do not cut too close. 
Avoid trampling the lawn aa much 
as possible the first two or three 
years, until the sod is established 
Never waste grass seed by sowing 
when the wind blows. If sown late 
rake the seed in with a fine-toothed 
iron rake. If the surface is stony, bv 
all means have the stones removed. 
It will save your lawn mower later.

farms as Patagonia or Tahiti.

fenerations. We have thus potential¬ 
ly won the war, although the straggle 
itself may continue for years. Crystal- 
Usation of the idea that England. 
Prance and Russia cannot be alienat¬ 
ed establishes the certainty that the 
Central Powers here lost no matter 
how they may by fortitude end in¬ 
ternal sacrifice postpone the inevit¬ 
able day of the admission of their 
failure. 

"With the realisation of the En¬ 
tente's amity and unity must come 
also the permanent dissipation of the 
mischievous idea that the Russians 
are a people of ambitions add aggres¬ 
sive design, planning to advance their 
own aims at the expense of Europe. 
Nothing is farther from the Russian 
character. With our southern outlet 
made irrevocably secure in perpetu¬ 
ity, with the legitimate growth of and 
development of our economic and in¬ 
dustrial life secured, with our bound¬ 
aries suitably adjusted and our fellow. 
Slavs assured of their due, the destin¬ 
ies and aims of Russia in the west 
are fulfilled We can then turn to 
the true aspirations of the Russian 
Government and people, namely, the 
development of our vast empire and 
the furthering of the interests of the 
nation's peoples embraced within our 
empire. 


Victory for 
The Allies 


Or. Grenfell Thinks That the Wsr 
Will Last Far Soma Tims Yst 
Some very itneresting observations 
on the war are made by Dr. Wilfred 
C. Grenfell of Labrador fame in an 
article in the current issue of the New 
York Outlook. Upon his return from 
Labrador last autumn, where for a 

3 unru r of a century he hae been con- 
acting a great work of civilisation. 
Dr. Grenfell felt impelled, during a 
winter vacation from that work, to 
accept a position with the Harvard 
surgical unit, operating in France. 
Later, at the request of British head¬ 
quarters. he visited the northern arm¬ 
ies in Prance in order to gain more 
direct experience in the first line 
tranches. 

Asked by the Outlook to give his 
deductions about the war from expe¬ 
rience, Dr. Grenfell expresses hia own 
personal views on e great variety of 
subjects, propounding the different 
aspects of the great struggle in the 
form of questions which he endeavor* 
to answer. The article ia too long to 
deal with in detail in this column — 
but reference may with profit be made 
to certain questions which are in 
everybody's mind these days. 

Answering the question: "How 
about VerdunF Dr. Grenfell says: 
"The Germane brought half a million 
men from the Russian Iron! to take it. 
General von Biasing said lhat they 
were prepared to sacrifice that num¬ 
ber to take it They have paid up to 
date a quarter of a million, what 
they want is the moral effect, not the 
piece of country, though they have a 
lurking hope that its fall might smash 
the spirit of France. There are two 
classes of people in Germany today: 
the military leaders who know they 
cannot beat the allies, but hone they 
may drive the war to a stalemate; 
and there are the soldiers and the 
people who still believe they have 
won. and for whom it ia necessary 
that Verdun should be taken to keep 
up the delusion." 

Asked "How will the end of the war 
come?*' Dr. Grenfell answers- "Some 
eey it must be through military vic¬ 
tories in the field. Personally, with¬ 
out more help 1 fear this cannot be 
for some time, but I am equally sure 
It can be." Others seem to think the 
neutral nations will have to join in to 
defeat Germany. 

"Will the war end soonf** "No. I 
do not thihk it will. The general opin¬ 
ion is that it will last a long time 
l oBfw . yet not a single soul doubts 
that the allies will win in the end." 

Dr. Grenfell tells of the wonderful 
work of the British army medical 
eorpe, which hae held down the wast¬ 
age from sickness ell the way between 
the Yeer and the Somme, during win¬ 
ter In a country like Flanders, to just 
half "that in ordinary civil life/* A 
single caae of typhoid diagnosed any¬ 
where in the four armies would he 
known the seme night at headquarters, 
he says, and an inquiry made locally 
would follow automatically. 

The Germans are cruel, svstematic- 
ally so. says Dr Grenfell Their cru¬ 
elty ia pert of their organised policy 
of friffhtfulnees, every act being justi¬ 
fied on the ground that "it is neeen- 
•ary." On the contrary. Dr. Grenfell 
says the Turks are not cruel like the 
Germans. He eonfirms the report 
that German soldiers are doped on oc¬ 
casion before going into action, and 
he records wounded Germans as ex¬ 
plaining the reason why the Oennans 
still continue to attack in massed 
formation, despite the enormous losses 
In life entailed thereby, on the ground 
that "large numbers will not attack 
at all without the stimulus of being 
shoulder to shoulder with other men." 
This is not be c ause of, any lack of 


"The realisation of this solemn truth 
must demolish the faliaote* and no¬ 
tions heretofore spread by anemias 
regarding the alleged Slav peril to 
Europe, and must bring convincing 
evidence thht the Russian dgi not 
stand as a menace to Norway, Sweden 
or other neighbors. I hope the Qwedee 
will now realise the falsity ef the 
vicious idee that Russia has any na¬ 
tional aspirations whatever that in 
the slightest way infringe on their 
national Ufa, and 1 bops the reoent 
rumors regarding the Aland Islands, 
which now happily are dissipated, 
will prove the last error of suspicion 
of the Swedes regarding Ruaaia." 

M. Sasonoff referring to the prom¬ 
isee of Polish autonomy, said: 

"No one deplores more than the 
Russian Government the sufferings 
which have come to Poland and the 
Polish refugees from the Teuton 
scourge. His Majesty the Emperor 
he* been so moved at the distress of 
hie Polish subjects that the greater 
demands for human sympathy have 
swept aside military aspects, and he 
has freely given permission for wide¬ 
spread relief work to be conducted 
among them by the Rockefeller Com¬ 
mission for it seemed better to him 
that there should occur e leakage in 
the relief provisions than that a single 
Polish subject should suffer unneces¬ 
sarily. 

"The Poles cannot expect that in 
this life and death struggle we will 
be able to outlifie in full our program 
for Poland's future, but that Poland 
will receive a just end equitable au¬ 
tonomy in the greatest degree, adjust¬ 
ed to its future life and its economic 
and industrial development is certain. 
The Poles and the friends of the Poles 
may. therefore, look forward to the 
Russians for a dawn of a new era and 
a period of unexampled development 
which will follow the inevitable suc- 
ceesful conclusion of the war.**

Borne oi the most interesting oi Dr. 
Grenfell's observations are on the 
topic of how the people in Great Brit¬ 
ain and Franoe regard the attitude 
of the United States «oward the great 
struggle. An extract or two will suf- 
suffice: "All the men I saw who take 
life at all in earnest, snd have seen 
for themselves what a German tri¬ 
umph would mean, are unable to 
understand how anyone can be neut¬ 
ral now, any more than they can 
understand a person being neutral 
about prostitution or piracy. Not ope 
of them can understand how a democ¬ 
racy could exist in a world in which 
the German ideal was triumphant. 
Even If the allies win unaided, they 
will feel a sort of sorrow that e coun¬ 
try aa idealistic as American individ¬ 
ual sympathy proves America still to 
] be. should have to live ia a world 
made tolerable only by her kith end 
kin after a gigantic struggle In which 
she had no part. All the best men 
that 1 talked It over with felt, that 
this is the only real danger to Amer¬ 
ica; those that really love Amerioa 
always aaid they hoped she might see 
this in time. 


Russia and Poland 

Pels* Have Faith In Russia's Pledgee 
te Their Country 

Russian dailies of importance, in¬ 
cluding the Slovo of Moscow, under¬ 
stand that Emperor William ia per¬ 
turbed by the solemn renewal of the 
Ciar's pledge to Poland. Poland will 
be a nation, using her own tongue, 
teaching her own culture in her own 
schools of all grades up to the univer¬ 
sity itself, declared Mr. Sasonoff to 
the Duma. Germany, he said, in 
effect, will grant/Poland nothing like 
that. The episode became dramatic 
when the Polish deputy in the Duma. 
Dr. Haruaiewies, affirmed that his 
country is irrevocably with the allies 
because they have sworn fealty to 
the principle of nationality. The 
Poles, he added, believe in the Rus¬ 
sian pledge of e unification of dis¬ 
membered Poland. They see in the 
words of Prenyer Stunner the promise 
of e Polish nation governing itself 
with the Obat aa a constitutional 
sovereign. The form of the words was 
bold but the French prear is e unit 
in deeming the Polish deputy correct. 
If the details supplied by the Figaro 
are correct, Poles throughout the 
world are for the most part assured 
of the good faith of the Russian 
pledgee. Even the somewhat suspic¬ 
ious Homme Enchaine, edited by 
Clemenceau, is convinced that the 
Poles are justified in their accept¬ 
ance of the Caar’a pledges to thair 
country.

N«t Ahvay, Popular, But Alaraya 
Adar.d by tha British Ssidi.ra 
lo tha book "With Kitcbaoar to 
Khartum," G. W. Htevcni aummed ap 
hia impraaaiona of tha "Oryamur ol 
Victory" in term, that have Blood tha 
taat oi tima and change. ‘Ha atandl 
aavaral inehea over aU fact," ha wrote, 
j straight a. a lanoe. and looks out 
unpanoaaly above moat men's heads; 
his motions are deliberate and strong: 

tire lees, steel wire endurance 
rmther than for power or agility; 
la irrelevant. Steady passionless 
•yee, shaded by decisive brows; brick 
red. rather fuD cheeks; e long mus¬ 
tache beneath which you divine an 
immovable mouth; hia fsoe is harsh,

You cannot 
Imagine the sirdar otherwise then as 
easing the right thing to do and do¬ 
ing 1L His precision is so inhumanly 
unerring, he is more like a machine 
than a man—other general* have been 
loved; none was ever better trusted— 
for Anglo-Egypt he is the mahdi. the 
expected; the man who hae sifted ex¬ 
perience and corrected error, who hae 
worked at small things and waited for 
great; marble to sit still and fire to 
amite; steadfast, cold, and inflexible; 
the man who hea cut out his human 
heart and made himself a machine to 
retake Khartoum.** 

Thi* was just on twenty-two years 
ago. George Stevens died in Lady¬ 
smith, and the brilliant hand was not 
available to chronicle the same relent¬ 
less methods by which Kitchener 
brought to an end the Boer war. 

In all the bitter campaign levelled 
■ga-lnet him in recent months Lord 
Kitchener had never found for e mo¬ 
ment any faith and the ungrudging 
support of the common people hae 
failed him. He did not seek popular¬ 
ity—rather he spurned it—but there 
was something in hie iWm patience, 
hie hard rectitude, hia whole-souled 
devotion, that appealed unerringly 
to the imagination of the multitude. 
Feared though he was. he was adored 
by the private soldier, and sorrow and 
a personal sense of loss enters today 
the humblest home in Britain. 

When Germane Find Out 
^ The German people must demand 
to know, sooner or later, whether 
their armies are ia sooth winning this 
war. If they are winning it they must 
demand that aa their smallest reward 
there shell be given to them bread 
end meat to sustain them in their 
labors to keep so invincible army 
afield achieving such glorious vic¬ 
tories. If they ere not winning it 
they must demand that the military 
dictatorship abandon a struggle which, 
if it waa bootless with ample supplies 
of men and of food and of treasure, 
must be hopeless with the whole na¬ 
tion worn a own to bare bone. For 
nearly two years the German people 
have been deceived by their military 
autocrats ee to whet they were gain¬ 
ing. They cannot be deceived for¬ 
ever. They cannot be deceived many 
months longer. Went and starvation 
will tell them the truth. *nien the 
militarist# who. recklessly end wan¬ 
tonly setting out to wreck Europe, 
have ruined their own country, must 
answer to the German people. That 
will be the beginning of the end.— 
New York Press. 


Coldest Summer 
100 Years Ago 

Just e Hundred Yeer* Age, In 1116, 
There Was ne Summer Weather 

While it is all very wall to oelcbrate 
oentenniale. it ia to be hoped that the 
weather man will not go so far aa to 
maks this summer a repetition of that 
of 1S16. While most of those who 
experienced the rigors of the oold 
summer of a hundred years ego are 
now dead, there are many still above 
the sod who oan sec all the stories told 
by the oldest inhahiunu about that 
awful summer of *16. 

Up to June of that inclement year 
the weather was variable but not 
markedly different from lhat of pre¬ 
vious years. In June old Mamma Na¬ 
ture set out to establish a new record 
for frigid summers. The oold wave 
which started just one hundred years 

y spread to a large part of the Unit- 
States and Canada. Nor was the 
general inclemency of that epochs! 
year confined to North America. It 
waa the ooldest summer in Europe as 
well as on this side of the Atlantic. 

Early in June a blixsard raged over 
a large part of New York. New Eng¬ 
land ana Canada, the snowfall reach¬ 
ing a depth of from eeven to twelve 
inches in Lower Caned*. Maine and 
Vermont. The blixsard extended to 
the interior of New York and to Mas¬ 
sachusetts pod there were light snow¬ 
falls as fef sputh as Pennsylvania. 
Vermont and 'the adjacent section* 
of Canada and N£w York Buffered the 
most. In (he middle of June there 
was another heavy snowfall. On the 
eeventcenth oi June a Vermont farmer 
went out to get his flock of sheep in 
the pasture, nut the snow storm be¬ 
came so severe that he wee lost, snd 
it was not until three days later that 
he was found on the side of a hill, 
with both feet frosen and unable to 
move. 

July waa not much of an improve¬ 
ment on June. On the fifth of July 
ice of the thickness of window glaea 
formed throughout New England and 
New York and in parte of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. while in Canada the ioa was 
much thicker. August wee even worm 
than July, and neither month had 
many days when it was even comfort¬ 
ably warm. Ice half an inch thick 
was common. In England there waa e 
light snowfall in August, not far from 
London. 

The first two weeks of September 
were mild and balmy, with a few days 
really hot. but then the weather 
changed and winter mi in. In Eng¬ 
land 1816 was known as "the year 
without a summer.** and the descrip¬ 
tion was very nearly true 
In many places floods were an ac¬ 
companiment of the cold weather, and 
famine stalked as sn aftermath Ind¬ 
ian corn everywhere waa practically 
destroyed, and the little that was 
grown or saved over from 1815 was 
carefully preserved for seed and <4Sm- 
mended four or five dollars s bushel 
Almost all crops were destroyed in 
both North America and western 
Europe In France constant rains 
Ml throughout the greater part of 
the summer, and. except for a large 

E otato crop, a general famine might 
ave prevailed. Aa it was. hundred* 
perished of starvation, and the French 
government had to adopt strict meas¬ 
ure* for conserving tire food eupnly 
in order to make it go 'round. The 
Miaeiseippi waa floods! that summer 
and much damage was done in New 
Orleans. In Canada and the New Eng- 
land and middle States many people 
were reuced to short rations In the 
winter of 1816-17. 

Scientists and theologians vied with 
each other in seeking explanations of 
the unusual weather. By some it was 
held that the end of the world was 
approaching, and a great many feared 
that the sun was cooling off. In 1817, 
however. Old Sol waa back on the job 
with all his customary vigor, and the i 
superstitious fears were relieved.

Late J. J. Hill Always Had Faith in

Jame* J. Hill not only grasped the 
immediate greatness of toe Missis¬ 
sippi valley but also the coming great¬ 
ness of the Canadian West He wee 
the pioneer to bring the railways up 
the valley of the Red River and later 
on oonnected up hia railway systems 
with Saskatchewan and British Co¬ 
lumbia. He knew the valley of the 
Saskatchewan and foresaw the great¬ 
ness of the Peace River couotry. 

Only one phase of Mr. Hill’s grasp 
of tilings was hia conviction that if 
the Mississippi valley was possessed 
of a marvelous fertility it wee abso¬ 
lutely necessary in the achievement 
of that fertility to have the very beet 
cleat of seeds and the very beat kind 
of live stock for breeding and ho de¬ 
voted a great deal of hie time to the 
furtherance of these two objects. He 
was always preaching to the Ameri¬ 
can and Canadian farmer the value 
of thrift and the necessity of the 
selection of good seed and good stock. 

Hie one disappointment was the 
Orient, but he demonstrated to hia 
own satisfaction that the oriental 
trade was largely a chimera and ap¬ 
plied himself with redoubled vigor to 
developing the great trade routes of 
this continent.—Toronto World.

Wonderful British Sub Feat 

Note of E-Boat Smashed by Explosion, Yet Her 
Strength and Her Efficient Mechanism Saved It 


In a certain dockyard in England 
there is to be found a splendid tribute 
to the prowess of British submarines 
and the skill of those who man them. 
It is one of the finest of the British 
under sea boats, which, with her bow 
twisted and bent as the result of a 
collision with an enemy mine in en¬ 
emy water*, covered e distance of 
almost three hundred miles under her 
own power and arrived safely in a 
home port. Through the courtesy of 
the British Admiralty the correspond¬ 
ent wee permitted to see this submar¬ 
ine and talk with her officers and 
crew. 

She ia In harbor with her bow facing 
tom into stripe end two of her tor¬ 
pedo tube* crushed. Her plates are 
crumpled, two of her bulkheads are 
broken away from the bow; but in her 
tubes are two uncxplodfed torpedoes. 
Their casing is twisted end caved in 
and the mouth of the ait tube is jam¬ 
med. But the quality of the big ex¬ 
plosive in her torpedoes and the 
mechanism controlling it prevented an 
explosion, thus saving her from total 
destruction 

8 he struck the min* heed on. The 
collision smashed two of her bulk¬ 
heads. broke ell glass aboard her and 
sent the crew sprawling to the floor 
of the compartment*. But her tor¬ 
pedoes did not explode, her engines 
did not fell to register; she dropped 
to the bottom of the sea and the water 
flooded in under the doors of the tor¬ 
pedo tubes eft. But within ten min¬ 
utes after the collision she had been 
righted, come to the surface and 
turned her nose towards home. 

When I looked at her lying there 
with her exposed tube# shining in the 
Hinlight and her bulkheads in strips 
of rusty iron it seemed incredible that 
she had been under the coast guns 
of the enemy, that she could have 
made in her damaged condition a 
journey of three hundred miles, re¬ 
turning to e safe harbor with the in¬ 
formation that aha had been sent to 


obtain. And added to this was the 
fact that she had made the voyage 
in a high sea; that for twenty hours, 
defenceless, she evaded the enemy 
petrols. 

1 had hear I stories of German sub¬ 
marines sunk bv a single shot, eo I 
asked one of the officers how this 
boat kad survived the tremendous 
shock ol ine mine explosion. v 

“8he held because of her strength, 
he said. "It broke her nose end it 
tore off two of her bulkheads. But 
she held. The efficiency ol the pumps 
wee not impaired. Within two min¬ 
ute# we had them working." 

He asked me if I would not go be¬ 
low and see the marks of the disas¬ 
ter. Bo I followed him across a gang¬ 
way and upon the narrow iron deck 
which already was beginning to show 
red patches of rust. The hatch was 
open. Below I could see a white 
compartment with brass fittings. 

I do not know what I expected to 
Rad, *u* when I stood in this com¬ 
partment I could see no traces what¬ 
soever oi the catastrophe. Directly 
in front of me the four rear doors 
of the torpedo tubes, painted a bril¬ 
liant white, and to my right and left 
the great ahining torpedoes, were 
clamped in their racks. Only the 
wheel controlling the bow rudder 
was not true. The slender brass rod 
supporting it had suffered from the 
vibration. 

This was the only mark made hy 
the min# of the enemy. Not that it 
was to be estimated as minor dam¬ 
age, for the rudders have their part 
to play in the rise and dive and It 
waa necessary to come up from the 
bottom of the sea. Not a simple mat¬ 
ter with the rudders not under con¬ 
trol. 

"You aee." one of the officer* ex¬ 
plained to me, "we didn't know what 
nad happened—the water was pouring 
in aft and broken glass wee every¬ 
where. We didn't know much of her 
waa gone. We knew'that every man 
aboard had been knocked flat on his 
face, that the glaas off the dials waa 
rattling about under foot But we 


didn't know what waa to become of 

In two minutes the order to rise had 
gone through to the engine room and 
the pumps were going. But whether 
we were going to rise or not remained 
to he seen. 

"It was still enough, down there, af¬ 
ter all the noiae of the explosion end 
the amashing of the glass You could 
hear the motors turning—it’s not much 
of e sound they make—and the test¬ 
ing of. the wireless We were glad 
enough to hear that. And when we 
Aw the bubble in the clinometer was 
still registering inclination we knew 
that matters were not as bad as they 
might have been. 

"Then they threw in the levers. We 
waited. That was a bad minute. Then 
the broken glees began to rattle around 
under foot again. We were moving. 
We weren't long In getting up. At 
any time there's nothing like coming 
up into the air and sunlight after 
you've been under for a bit. But this 
was different. Yea. this was a bit 
different." 

This was how he told me the story 
of the black interval when these of¬ 
ficer# and the men of the crew waited. 

rtred, at some 100 feet b-low 
water level, not knowing whether or 
not their bulkheads were destroyed, 
whether their instruments were irre¬ 
parably damaged, whether or not they 
would ever come up again into the 
sunlight.

Persistent Rumor That Funds Fee 
SuHtrtr* ar* Divsrtsd 
Is Dsnitd 

Reports still persist that the Ger. 
man occupants of Belgium ere pro¬ 
fiting by the importation of foodstuffs 
under the supervision of the Belgium 
Relief Committee. The leCcat report 
to this effect appears to have emanat¬ 
ed from the French newspaper "Le 
Temps." Paris. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, the head of the 
relief commission, firmly denies the 
truth of this. He hea fn*quently made 
•uch denials and he again stales that 
all food and all supplies shipped 
through the Belgian relief commission 
and its branches ia assured of safe 
delivery to its destination. Early in 
the work of the commission smell por¬ 
tions of the food were taken from local- - 
depot* by the German*, but in every 
instance, after affairs were straighten¬ 
ed out. thi* food was paid for snd the 
money placed to the credit of tha 
Belgians 

Aa a matter of fart, there i* no other 
safe way in which food can be rent 
if. Belgium except through the Bel- 

E l relief committee Thia committee 
now he* its work cut out for it 
condition* in Belgium have rapid¬ 
ly grown worse until now there are 
•even million people almost wholly 
dependent on this organisation for 
their daily food. The immense finan¬ 
cial drain to meet thia demand can 
hardly be imagined.

Royal Marriages 

Appear to Have Had ne Effect Whab 
ever on the Preservation 

•f Peace 

It does not appear that the Ger* 
mans celebrated the birthday of tha 
Kaiser's grandmother with any degree 
of enthusiasm. At one time it was 
regarded as a matter of great diplo¬ 
matic and international importance 
and a guarantee of peace to the na¬ 
tions concern*when marriages were 
arranged between the royal houses oi 
rumps Al the nations of Europe 
practically are related by marriage and 
moat of them by blood. It has had 
no effect whatever upon the preserva¬ 
tion of peace. In fact, some of the 
monarch* in question seem to have 
used their opportunities of intimacy 
to gain knowledge which enabled 
them to take advantage of their rela¬ 
tive* At any rate royal marriages 
as an antidote to war hae not been 
a success. 

When it la remembered that these 
royal marriages have been advanced 
in recent generations as a strong ar¬ 
gument in favor of monarchical in¬ 
stitutions the present war will be 
seen to have removed one of the lest 
remaining prone of the old echool of 
monarchists. If monarchy ia to con¬ 
tinue, it must be on better grounds. 
Greet Britain has taken her own way 
in these matters in MMM yars and 
royal marriages have been estimated 
at their true value. 

Germany has really made more out 
of the marriage market than any 
other nation. Her princelings ere ret¬ 
ried in every country in Europe, end 
generally to the disadvantage of the 
people with whom they settle. The 
Kaiser was e great favorite of Queen 
Victoria, and he has repaid her mem¬ 
ory with the barest ingratitude. His 
eldest son is certainly the moat ve¬ 
hement hater of thing* British that 
can be found. All of which is rather 
childish and petty. To dislike a na¬ 
tion ie u»«'U’*e in accomplishing any¬ 
thing. The true way is to work for 
its regeneration and MarovlaMIli 
Hatred onlv destroy*.—From the 
Toronto World.
